T'. v Associated Press) 
Detroit, Mich., March 3.— A navy 
second to none, trained to the minu te 
and equ ip p ed with the best materia) 
will, be the objective of Edwin Denby 
newly ap ointed secretary of the nat.’y 
he annou nced. 
The statem ent was 
made u p on his retu rn from St. Aègu s- 
<ine, Fla., w’here he cnnferred w’itb 
President-Elect Harding, 
Declaring he favored a larger navy 
^’r. Denby asserted he did not fear 
war with any j>ower, bu t said that 
“the p ecu liar situ ation of the United 
demands and ju stifies a strong first 
line of defense.” 
“The size of the na%’y is a m atter ol 
the gravest moment,” he said. “1 be- 
h>ve the p resent bu ilding p rogram 
w ith p erhap s soime alterations su g­ 
gested by exp erienced and carefu ' 
thou ght, shou ld p roceed. 
“It is not a m atter of mea.su ring 
acres or coast line to be defended from 
any other p ow’cr. Bu t wre are a p ower 
rf su ch extent, with an immense At­ 
lantic coast line and vital interests in 
the Caribbean with a great Pacific 
(■ est line and the Hawaiian grou p 
which mu st be held at whatev'er co.st 
together with the I^hilip p ines beyond 
tlmt a navy the equ al of any other 
seems ju stly and natu rally called for 
“I believe in and u rge a strong first 
hne of defense. This is not becau se ol 
i( £ r f ■war, becau se I do not believe 
a w’ar imp ends and it can not come 
u p on ITS if we are armed and read\ 
now and for many years to come. Pri­ 
marily my du ty will be to help keet 
the navy and marine corp s not only 
» eady to fight bu t fit to fight an 
1 rained to the minu te.”

GERMANY IS GIVEN 
UNTIL MONDAY NOON 
TO ACCEPT TERMS 


Allies Issue Ultimatum Outlining Measures 
For Enforcing Compliance With 
IVeaty Prov isions. 


(By Associated Press) 
London, England, 4 \larch 3 .—Germany was today giv en until 
nex t Monday noon to accept the fundamental conditions as stipu­ 
lated by the Supreme Allied Council. 
Germany was informed 
that if she would not accept the terms offered, the Allies would 
take immediate steps to occupy the cities of Duisburg, Duesel- 
dorf and the Ruhr region which contains important mines, that 
each Allied country would place such tax on Gerinan merchan­ 
dise as they might deem proper and that the customs boundary 
along the Rhine would be established under supreme allied con­ 
trol. 
GERMANS ARE DESPONDENT . 
Members of the German delegation were despondent last 
night when their hopes that differences might arise between the 
allies to lighten their country ’s burden were dashed by the finding 
of the conference.

The day of the wild herds o f horses 
roam ing the plains of W yom ing and 
adjacent states 
has 
been 
grow ing 
rapidly sh o rter w ith 
the 
encroach­ 
m ent of civilization. 
More and m ere 
Tenches are being fenced in, herds of 
cattle a re reduced o r confined and to 
m ake the m atter w orse fo r the ex­ 
istence of wild steeds, oil drilling 
cam ps have been extended over wide 
areas of W yoming, northw estern Col­ 
orado and V tah. 
B ut down on the 
San C arlos Indian reservation there 
are 10,000 wild steeds, roam ing a t will 
over the fields, destroying mile a fte r 
mile of grazing land which m igrn be 
put into good use for cattle, and tu rn ­ 
ing green grass of the p rairie into a 
scraw ny covering

giving it back to the Indians fo r win­ 
ter food.

The horses are w orthless, 
even for hides. 
They 
cannot 
be 
dom esticated and tho m eat isn ’t much 
of a delicacy, but the Indians insist on 
th eir age old prerogative 
to 
have 
their herds out on the open prairie 
even as their fath ers did .The Indians 
also have about 
2,000 
wild 
burros 
which thev say they will keep 
“ And when an Indian m akes up his 
mind,” Mr. Symonds says, “ you've 
g ot to have patience to get him to 
change it. 
They are proud of the 
horses and burros fo r some reason 
and although some of th eir leaders 
have tried to pom ade them to accept 
the offer made so far they have re­ 
fused to sell.” 
Sometimes in the isolated*m ountain 
canons horses are found running loose 
hut while these m ight be term ed wild, 
they usually belong to some rancher 
who has let them m n loose- 
Wild 
burros are frequent in various p arts 
Of A rizona and occasionally are found 
in U tah.

I rince is today a m ajor of infan try In 
the im perial arm y and a lieutenant- 
comm ander in the navy. 
As m ajor, 
His H ighness is attached to the first 
regim ent of the im perial guards and 
as lieutenant comm ander, to the head­ 
q u a rte rs of the firs t squadron of the 
im perial navy. 
A t the age o f six, His 
H ighness w as enrolled 
am ong 
the 
pupils of the prim ary section of the 
P eer’s school and received the cus­ 
tom ary common-school education, in 
daily association w ith other pupils of 
this fam ous school, who are in the 
main the children of the aristocrcy. In 
March 191 I the young prince was 
graduated and then thane as estab­ 
lished the im perial education institute 
in the precincts of the Crown Prince’s 
residence. 
H ere H is H ighness, during 
a course of several years, has received 
a higher education in m atters mili­ 
ta ry and civil. The course w as sjxnead 
on cr seven years and H is H ighness is 
row in the last y ear of the course. 
As an officer of the im perial ser­ 
vices, th e young Prince 
began 
his 
career as sub-lieutenant in the arm y 
and second sub-lieutenant in the navy. 
In October 1914 came his first pro­ 
motion to

lieutenant

naval first lieutenant; and in October 
1920, the third prom otion, to infan­ 
try m ajor and naval lieutenant com­ 
mander. 
On November 3rd, 1916. came the 
public proclam ation

Crown

served in court and bv the public; and 
on May 7, 1919, the Crown Prince a t­ 
tained his m ajority and became en­ 
titled to tak e p a rt in the councils of 
the im perial fam ily and to a seat In 
the privy council, becom ing a m em ber 
of th e house of peers in the Im perial 
Diet. 
H irohito now frequently attends the 
im perial court, and has represented 
His M ajesty in one im portant state 
function receiving foreign diplom atic 
representatives in audience.

He is non-committal to 
those W’ho have broached the subject 
to him and no definite or authorized 
statement has come from the execu­ 
tive office as to when the extraordi­ 
nary session will be convened. 
Lieutenant Governor Lynch David­ 
son is one of the most ardent of those 
who are asking thai the special ses­ 
sion be put off, and he has given his g 
reasons to the Governor. 
Lieutenant Governor Davidson says 
members should have an opportunity 
to go home and straighten^ out thejj^ 
business affairs, otherwise there m a * 
be no <;uorum the first week of the 
session, if called immediately. In ad­ 
dition to that, he points out that t h ^ 
three major appropriation bills are 
not ready and that the session, unless 
given something else to do, would 
I’.ave to sit by while the Finance Com 
mittee was passing on the bills. It is 
the Lieutenant Governor’s idea that 
the members of the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee and Senate Finance 
Committee should meet in Austin ten A 
days before the special session b egin s" 
and have the appropriation bills fin­ 
ished and printed so as to make them 
available for inimediab* consideration 
upon the convening of the Legisla- 
turt.
